We  would  say  to  the  School  Agents,  that  we  have  a  large  number  of  very 
fine  teachers  in  town  that  are  well  qualified  to  do  good  work,  and  we  would 
recommend  that  they  be  employed  before  going  out  of  town  for  teachers. 

In  conclusion  I  will  say  that  we  have  had  forty-nine  terms  of  school  (count- 
ing those  now  in  session)  the  past  year ;  forty-five  of  them  have  been  first  class 
in  every  respect ;  the  other  four  will  average  as  fair  schools.  I  think  I  may 
safely  say  that  the  schools,  as  a  whole,  have  been  very  satisfactory.
